After a good substantial breakfast, at 
the St. Louis Hotel, we began our tour 
of inspection. Our first visit was to the 
French Cathedral, where we found quite 
a gathering of the M. P. Aasociation.— 
The building is not as large as the Cathe- 
dral in Montreal, nor so fine in its 
decorations. High Mass was sung with

|picture to behold, and near us lay the 
Plains of Abraham, so full of historical 
reminiscences, and although the sun 
beat down his fierce heat, which made 
the tramp rather uncomfortable, yet we 
felt well repaid. 

What struck us as peculiarly odd in 
this quaint old city, was the narrow 
crooked streets, which had many sharp 
jturns; we were told that many of them

The Publishers’ Excursion. 


CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK. 


We left our confortable quarters at the 
Russell House, Quebec, early Tuesday, 
and wended our way to the wharf, where 
lay the steamer Saguenay, in which we 
were to take passage for the river Sague- 
nay. Our anticipations of the pleasures 
to be enjoyed during this trip were more 
than realized. The journey is down the 
finest portion of the St. Lawrence for a 
distance of about one hundred and thirty 
miles. Beautiful islands are scattered 
around, and lofty ranges of mountains are 
to be seen on either side. The Lauren- 
tine range extends for miles along the 
northern shore, and their many gray 
peaks stretch far up to the heavyens.— 
The highest of these peaks is Mt. St. 
Anne, which is 2,687 feet high, and as 
we passed a cloud rested on its summit. 

Murray Bay a favorite summer resort 
is eighty-two miles from Quebec. It is 
a fashionable watering place and is well 
patronized. From Murray Bay we steam- 
ed across to the south shore for “ Riviere 
du Loup” where the hotel” accommoda- 
tions are of the first class. Here we 
landed quite a number of passengers. 

Cross ing from here to Tadousac on the 
northern shore, which is one hundred 
and thirty-four miles from Quebec.— 
Here the river is about twenty miles wide 
and the tides rise nearly twenty feet.— 


| This being the first trip of the steamer 
| 


made this seasyn a large quantity of bag- 
gage, some horses and a few passengers 
were landed. 

On our return trip we made a short 
stay at this place and improved the op- 
portunity of visiting a venerable church, 
said to be two hundred and fifty years 
old. This is one of the oldest churches 
in the country, and isin an excellent 
state of preservation. Tadousac is a port 
of the Hudson Bay Company, who bave 
establishments bere of considerable im- 
portance. 

Daylight was fast waning when we 
left the wharf at Tadousac and reached 
the mouth of that vast and mysterious 
rock gorge, through which pour the un- 
fathomable floods of the dark and dismal 
looking, Saguenay river. A fresh north- 
west wind was blowing through its tun- 
nel making those who were outside watch- 
ing the bold wild scenery, hug closer to- 
gether to keep from blowingaway. The 
navigable portion of this river will float 
the largest vessels from its mouth, seme 
100 miles, to the head of navigation, 
and raising on either side, are precipi- 
tous cliffs whose bases are said to rest in 
unknown depths. Some of these ridges 
rise to fifteen hundred feet, and those on 
Cape Eternity and Trinity rear their 
majestic heads to an attitude of eight- 
teen hundred feet, and the river at 
their base has a depth of six hundred 
fathoms. No human habitation is to be 
found for miles and miles, no vegetation 
only a few scraggy looking trees is to be 
seen, and everything looks barren and 
desolate. 

The strong cold wind soon scattered 
the happy band, and a refuge was sought 
in the pleasant saloon, where singing by 
the Adelphi club helped to quiet the little 
nervous excitement occasioned by rude 
‘old Boreas. 

About ten o’clock most of the party, 
tired out by their day’s pleasure, retired 
to their snug little state rooms, to seek 

“Nature’s sweet restorer, balmy sleep,” 
but from the looks of the heavy eyelids 
the next morning, we should judge that 
they laid awake listening to the fearful 
gale. Some of the timid ones sat watch- 
ing forthe haven of rest, Ha Ha, Bay, 
which was reached about two o’clock.— 
TLis bay is two hundred and six miles 
from Quebec. Here we made a stop for 
some hours and afew of the early risers 


| visited the settlement. 


About eight o’clock we again proceed- 
ed still further up to Chicoutimi, a lum- 
bering town. This village is very an- 
cient and contains about five bundred in- 
habitants, who are completely isolated 
from the rest of the world, for many 
months being locked in by snow and ice. 

Our return trip was made much pleas- 
anter by the daylight, as we bad au op- 
portunity to gaze at the wild scenery 
that was on either side. Our captain 
turned the steamer intoa little bay, at 
the foot of Mt. Eternity, that we might 
have a better view of its bold grandeur, 
which seemed almost fearful to look 
upon. A cannon was fired and the echo 
answered again and again. The steam- 
er’s whistle was blown and re-echoed 
very loudly after afew seconds. The 
scenery at this point alone was well 
worth the whole trip. 

Early Thursday morning we arrived 
at Quebec, and the bright tinned roofed 
buildings, glittered in the morning sun- 
light, looking like so much silver. The 


Our party travelled thirteen hundred 
miles in this one week, and it may be 
supposed that théy were feeling some- 
what tired on reaching their homes. 

We felt sorry to part with our pleasant 
companions, but must admit that home 
looked very inviting after the long tramp: 

We would return our humble thanks 
to Geo.

ures in the city or town in which they reside, or 
have their usual place of business, and shall 
thereafter be responsible for the correctness and

Hastening the Ripening of Fruit. 


Acting under the principle that renew- 
al of the earth immediately surrounding 
the roots increases their activity and 
acceelrates the maturing of all parts of 
the plant, including the fruit, Mr. Stal! 
removed the earth about an early pear 
tree, eight weeks before the normal pe- 
riod for ripening, for the space of thir- 
teen to fifteen feet in diameter, and to 
such an extent as to leave a depth of 
earth over the roots of only about two t 
four inches which could be thoroughly 
warmed by the sus. He was surprised 
not only by the ripening of the fruit in 
the middle of July, but also by its supe- 
rior juiciness and flavor. In another ex- 
periment, the removal of the earth from 
the north side of a tree alone caused the 
frait on that side to ripen several days 
earlier than on the south side. Frequent 
watering was of course, necessary in the 
above experiments.— Vineyard Gazette.

Crear Ice. When the first artificial 
ice was produced in Franee, it cost $110 
a ton,or 3 1-2 cents a pound. In 1850, 
Prof. Twining of Obio patented a pro- 
cess in Europe, and succeeded in making, 
with a ten-horse engine, 1000 pounds of 
ice a day, at a cost of a half cent per 
pouad, or $10 per ton. But the Colum- 
bas (Ga.) Sun says that the Columbus 
Iron Works have perfected machines by 
which they can make a superior quality 


of ice in quantities oaly limited by the 
| capacity of the apparatus at a cost from 
| seventy-five cents to two dollars per ton, 


latter being the maximum, or one- 
tenth of a cent per pound. ** The Co- 
lumbus process” claims superiority in the 
cheapness and derability of its appara- 
tus, and in the cheapness, rapidity and 
simplicity with which ice can be manu- 
factured. Distilled water ds used, and 
the ice is therefore purer thar that cut 
from standing ponds. These machines 
are being built now with a capacity of 
from 1,000 to 20,000 pounds a day, and 
ranging in price from $900 to $20,000. 
They can. be used in the winter at less 
expense than the cost of cuttiag and stor- 
ing the ice made by nature, andare as 
good for sorthern as southern latitudes.

Cranberry . Vines. 


To the Publishers of the Patriot: 


While walking through the woods in 
the westerly part of the town ia Nov. 
last, I came across a very small patch of 
Cranberry vines, say eight by twelve 
feet in extent. They were very rank in 
growth and loaded with fruit. he land 
was quite elevated two to three hundred 
As I 
bad not heard of upland Cranberries 
being grown or cultivated in this vicinity. 
I pulled a handful of the vines,—after 
tilling my pockets with the fruit,—carried 
them home and beeled them in for the 
winter. In April last I set them in my 
garden, and they have mostly blossomed 
siace June, and some of them have fruit 
on- them. I have set-some plants every 
month since the first of April, and find 
they live and grow, regardless of the 
season and the weather. They seem to 
stand the late dry weather as well as my 
grape vines. I have a few hundred 
plants or sets that I would dispose of, if 
any one would like to try them in their
